tional affairs. What is to be the policy of 
the new Secretary of the Treasury? is the 
vexed question, on the solution of which 
hinges every financial, commercial and in- 
dustrial interest. Until this problem is 
settled satisfactorily it is reasonable to 
presume that operationsin every branch 
of trade will be conducted with caution. 
It is understtod the new Secretary favors 
contraction and a forced return to specie 
payments, ut it may well be doubted 
that he will have the hardihood to un- 
dertake to carry out a policy that would 
surely swing the whole country into bank- 
ruptcy. 

The money market has exhibited searci- 
ty of exchange throughout the week, 
which caused most of the banks to ad- 
vance the selling rate for draftson New 
York to premium, but two or three con- 
tinue to supply their regular customers at 
par, Indications Saturday and to-day, 
however, indicated a fair supply and an 
easy market at an early day, as oncrators 
in cotton were making bank arrange- 
ments for the week, in whieh % per cent.

Deposits have continued at a 
low ebb on account of the inactivity of 
cotton, and a drain to the interior against 
receipts of the Staple.
